T.io Oo^ Dnepr River Ship Line fulfilled the third-quarter freight transport 
plan 89 percent and the freight turnover plan 100 percent. The plan for ^pas- 
senger transport was fulfilled 110 percent. ^ 

In the third quarter 1950, freight transport increased 9 percent, freight 
percent, and passenger transport 10 percent over the third quarter 

nnrt turnover on small rivers Increased 29 percent and passenger trans- 

port, ^ percent, over the third quarter I9I1.9. The third-quarter fright trans- 
cent fulfilled 86 percent and the passenger transport plan, 100 per- 
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The Ministry of Automobile Transport Ukralniar SSR fulfilled the third- 
q,uarter freight transport plan IO 5 percent and passenger-transport plan I 06 
percent. In the third quarter I 950 , freight transport increased 32 percent 
and passenger transpoi t 2h percent over the third quarter 1949 . 

In 9 months of 1950^ the Main Road Administration Ukrainian SSR built 
12 percent more hard- surface automobile transport roads of Republic and 
local importance than in the same period of I 949 . Eight percent more hard- 
surface roads underwent capital and medium repairs than in 19 ^ 9 . 


In 9 months of I 950 , the volume of centralized capital construction for 
the Republic and local economy of the Ukrainian SSR was 123 percent of the 
capital construction volume for 9 months of 1949; Including: Ministry of Con- 
struction Materials Industry, 137 percent; Ministry of Timber and Paper In- 
dustry^ 195 percent; Ministry of Food Industry, I 09 percent: Ministry of Local 
Fuel Industry, IO 5 percent; Ministry of Automobile Transport, l4l percent- 
Ministry of Education, l42 percent; and Ministry of Forestry, 218 percent! 

Kolkhozes, MTS, and sovkhozes are completing the harvest of grain and in- 
dustrial crops. The state plan for grain procurement (excluding corn) was 
completed ahead of the time limit set by the government and earlier than in 
1949 . The plan for procurement of food crops was fulfilled 102.7 percent. The 
state obtained 74,141,000 more pud of wheat than in 1949 . 


The state wool- procurement plan was completed ahead of schedule. Kolkhozes, 
kolkhoz workers' and peasants' holdings delivered to the state 
10,763 more centners of wool than in 19^9, including 6,393 more centners of fine 
and semifine wool. Sixty-five percent more karakul and astrakhan skins were 
delivered than in 1949 . 


The autumn harvesting of industrial and fodder crops is proceeding better 
and faster than in 1949. Shallow plowing of stubble has been carried out on 
2.6 ^llion more hectares than in I 949 , and as of 10 October, fall plowing 
had been carried out on 2.7 million more hectares than in 19^9 . The plan for 
sowing winter crops was exceeded, and as of I 5 October, winter crops had been 
sown on -.7 million more hectares than in 1949 . 

Ukrainian SSR had fulfilled 20 percent more 
lobo harvested 54 percent more grain crops 

than in 1949, while sugar beet combines and harvesters harvested 26 percent 
more sugar beets than for the same period of 1949 .

October 1950 , the number of publicly owned livestock on kolkhozes

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In the third quarter 1950> "the total niunher of workers and employees 
in the national economy of the Ukrainian SSR increased by ^50,000 person*' 
over the third quarter 1949. A total of 42,000 yoimg, traineu workers com- 
pleted FZO, mining, trade, and railroad schools in the third quarter and 
were sent to work in industry, construction, and transport. 

In the third quarter 1950, passenger transport on streetcars increased 
16 percent over the same period of 1949 and on trolleybuses, 43 percent. 

Gas facilities were installed in 5A93 apartments, including 4,294 in 
the city of Kiev, during the third quarter I 950 . 
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
